The Chinese and Filipino Community 
of San Francisco is in desperate need of 
living and breathing space, The dist- 
rict's density is ten and a halftimesthat 
of the rest of San Francisco, but the tour- 
ists only see the quaint, exotic shops and 
restaurants on Grant Avenue, The actual 
living conditions of over 70,000 people 
who reside in Chinatown-Manilatown re- 
main unseen, 

Within the pastten years, Chinatown's 
core has had2,367 housing units destroy- 
ed and rents for the remaining 1355 units 
have increased 100%, There are 10,000 
elderly people in Chinatown and only 92 
units specifically for the elderly, 

Manilatown itself has dwindled from a 
10 to a 2-block community: replaced with 
the new Bank of America, Transamerica, 
Holiday Inn and many other office build- 
ings, Holiday Inn, a 27-story hotel, had 
the arrogance to go ahead and build, 
against the people's protest, ahuge, gray, 
ugly concrete bridge over Kearny Street 
right into the community's park. (God 
forbid the rich people should have to walk 
in the street and rubelbows withthe poor 
people.) 

On June 30th, this year, the lease on 
the International Hotel, 848 Kearny Street 
will expire, The International Hotel is one 
of the few remaining tenament hotels left 
in Manilatown, It is the home of 130 
people, most of them elderly Asian- Am- 
ericans. 

Back in the spring of 1969, Walter 
Shorenstein, owner of thehotel, attempt- 
ed to evict the tenants and have the ho- 
tel demolished to make way for a park- 
ing lot. He did not succeed, (Shorenstein 
is the owner of Milton Meyer, Inc., the 
biggest realty company in San Fran- 
cisco, He has contributed thousands tc 
the campaigns of Humphrey, Alioto anc 

Tunney.) 

The United Filipino Association, the 
tenants, students and community people 
battled the political rulers of San Fran- 
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cisco and their expanding Big Business 
and succeeded in saving the hotel. Itwas 
a bitter victory in many ways, 

The lease agreement which the UF A 
was hard put to sign had the rent raised 
from $13,000 to $40,000 a year plus the 
UFA agreed to pay the yearly property 
taxes of $26,000, Just as community 
pressure had forced Shorenstein to a- 
gree to lease the hotel to the UFA, a 
stranger checked in and then disappeared 
after a fire broke out in his room that 
same night, Three Filipino men were 
burned to death and 45 rooms were des- 
troyed, Shorenstein broke off the meet- 
ing scheduled to sign the lease, Because 
of the fire, the city stepped in and is- 
sued a condemnation notice ordering 
the owner Shorenstein, to comply with 
the reconstruction of the fire-burnt 
Jackson Street wing within 30 days or 
face demolition, In other words, the city 
offered, after the 30-day period, to ev- 
ict the people and tear down the hotel at 
no cost to the owner, 

Shorenstein again succumbed to pres- 
sure and agreed to negotiate, Thethree- 
year lease was finally signed with the 
UFA agreeing to make repairs caused 
by the fire at a cost of over $80,000. 
Shorenstein pocketed the $40,000 insur- 
ance money he got from the fire and 
wrote into the lease that the UFA buy 
more than $10,000 in fire & liability in- 
surance with him as beneficiary, of 
course, 

Tenants, students and community 
people began amassive renewal program 
for the hotel, Together they rebuilt the 
damaged rooms, repaired, painted and 
decorated the dilapidated old building, 

We visited the hotel last Saturday and 
talked to some of the people, A workday 
was going on and the halls were bustling 
with activity; people coming and going 
with mops and pails; lots of smiling faces, 
The hotel is clean, cheerfully painted in 
bright colors, There are lots of plants ar- 


ound, The rooms rent at people's prices 
the smallest is $40 per month, next 
size $50 and the largest rooms, which 
families occupy, rents for $70, There are 
two community kitchens in the hotel and 
thankfully some of the neighborhood re- 
staurants have survived to serve there- 
sidents of these tenament hotels inexpen- 
sive, ethnic food, 

۱6 feeling of the place is not that of 
a hotel, but more of a commune where 
the people are together and determined 
to keep their home, Some of the residents 
have been living in the hotel for many 
years, We passed a handsome elderly 
man coming out of the shower, in boxer 
shorts with a towel slung across his 
shoulders, Judy, a young woman who was 
taking us around, told us he was Mr. 
Soria, a resident of the hotel for 26 years, 
Judy told us of the anxieties of some of 
the elderly residents who are fearful of 
eviction, We also talked to another young 
woman, who had just come off ‘morning 
watch“, She explained that they have 
set up a tight security around the hotel as 
they do not want a repeat of the tragedy 
which occurred three years ago. 

There's a large recreation room do- 
wnstairs with TV, pool table and chairs, 
Every Sunday morning there is a com- 
munity breakfast. The tenants also pub- 
lish a newsletter. 

Community programs and revolution- 
ary organizations have opened offices on 
the ground floor and in the basement, 
There is the Asian Community Center 
Asian Legal Services, Women's Health 
Team, Chinatown Cooperative Garment 
Factory, Everybody's Bookstore (lit- 
erature from the People's Republic of 
China) and two newspapers, I WOR 
KUEN (Getting Together) a national Mao- 
ist Chinese-American newspaper and 
WEI MIN, 2 worker's newspaper. 

On Tuesday, May 23rd, 100 people 
marched to 1 California Street, Shoren- 
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stein's headquarters, while he was meet- 
ing with Hubert Humphrey (Shorenstein 
is the Northern Californiafinancechair- 
man for Humphrey's presidential cam- 
paign). Shorenstein would not interrupt 
his meeting with Humphrey to see them, 
A spokesman for the International Hotel 
Tenants’ Association read their 3 de:n- 
ands to a closed door in Shorenstein's 
office, 

The followine Thursday, 150 people 
demonstrated outside of the Fairmont 
Hotel while Humphrey was speaking at a 
$100 a plate fund-raising dinner. On 
Friday, at noon, in front of the St. Fran- 
cis Hotel, 100 people picketed and leaf- 
leted while Humphrey addressed the 
Commonwealth Club, Humphrey attempt- 
ed to talk to the demonstrators, but his 
bodyguards prevented him from doing 
so, 

The International Hotel Tenants’ 
Association want the landlord, Shoren- 
stein, to sign another lease with them and 
not the UFA, who are comprised of 
middle-class Filipinos who cannot relate 
to the needs of the people of the com- 
munity. The lease which is about to ex- 
pire was a rotten deal for the people and 
the UF A was not completely above board 
in their past dealing with Shorenstein: 
there were secret deals made without 
consulting the people directly involved 
in the hotel, 

The International Hotel Tenants’ 
Association and the rest of the com- 
munity have become strong over the 
past three years and they are ready to 
do battle once again with the greedy jaws 
of Big Business, which has plans to turn 
San Francisco into the “Wall Street of 
the West" built upon the misery of the 
people in Southeast Asia and poor Am- 
ericans in San Francisco. 

Let us support the International Ho- 
tel Tenants’ Association in their struggle 
for their home and the struggle for low- 
cost housing in the community. 


CAPP ST.

The National Lawyer's Guild and five 
other movement organizations have 
bought an old Victorian house at 558 Capp 
Street in the Mission District, inthe pro- 
cess moving out the commune which was 
living there, Seems alittle contradictory, 
perhaps we can look into it, there are 
some good points on both sides, 

The Capp St. Commune consists of 9 
men and women who are into gardening,- 
making yogurt, food conspiracy, com- 
munity work, and mellow communal liv- 
ing. They had moved into Capp Street 
about a year and a half ago when it was 
a dilapated old building and put their en- 
ergy into fixing it, knowing all the while 
that it was up for sale, At different points 
groups of people would come through 
their house interested in buying it, and 
once in a while someone would say they 
were definitely buying, but nothing mat- 
erialized, 

The Capp St. Commune sattight, as- 
suming that at some point the house would 
be sold for its land value (the house had a 
lot of code violations)and perhaps used 
for a parking lot (happens often enoughin 
the city). 

In December of *71 a collective of 6 
movement groups came through, and 
Greg of the commune told them they didn't 
mind moving. This was|taken as com- 
munal agreement, but everyone hadn't 
at that point, sat down and discussed it. 


Awealthy couple in Palo Altofronted 
the money for the down payment and got 
the lease, The six movement organiza- 
tions agreed to split the mortgage. 

Sometime in late February, early 
March, representatives of what is now 
known as the Capp St. Co-op (National 
Lawyers Guild, Peoples Law School, Pri- 
son Law Collective, Medical Committee 
for Human Rights, Bay Area Military Law 


Panel and Women’s Legal Center - whew! 
a heavy group, eh?) sat down withthe Capp 
St, Commune and had arap. Betweenthen 
and May they got together several times 
to try and get things straight, TheCom- 
mune said they didn’t want to move, The 
Co-op said they would help them find 
housing, help them fix the new place, and 
help them move, x 

The Co-op found a number ofplaces 
which were too small, or too expensive. 
They thought that the Commune could re- 
locate in a temporary scene until they 
were able to find suitable housing, After 
all, it can take months to find a place in 
this city, and meanwhiletheCo-op had no 
offices, 

The commune felt that sincethey had 
put a great deal of work into the house 
(which is a large lovely old Victorianon a 
quiet street) and since they were being 
forced to leave, they should get some help 
and be able to wait until they found suit- 
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able housing, 

In mid- April the Commune found a 
house - a little smaller than Capp St. and 
in rotten condition, but still spacious and 
full of character, ft had alarger yard and 
cheaper rent, The owner (same agent 
who handles the Capp St. house ) agreed to 
fix the roof, the plumbing, the wiring, and 
Provide painting materials. Not a bad 
deal, but then the house was really a 
wreck, 

I spoke with four of the people from 
the commune. They saidthe repairs were 
supposed to be done before they moved in, 
the Co-op's offers to help were made gr- 
udgingly, and that some people showed on 
the Thursday before the move and work- 
ed, but didn’t do any dirty work. 

I spoke with four o f the people who 
work in the Capp St. offices, who arenot 
designated representatives from theCo- 
op. They just happened to bethere when I 
walked in and they tell a different story. 
They say that they worked long andhard 
on the Commune’s new house, as well as 
working on readying Capp St. for their 
offices, They think that the Commune 
barely lifted a finger to move and pack, 
or to paint and fix. Steve, oneof the leg: 
workers, said that several of the com- 
munards admitted that they were inten- 
tionally delaying the move, and that they 
had said that they never really believed 
it would happen, Steve also said that the 
Co-op had 20 people working at the new 
house the first two days, and that thecom- 
mune people were laying in bed or hanging 
out, and not doing any work, 

The Co-op people I spoke with felt 
that they were taken advantage of, and 
that the Commune played on their guilt 
feelings in having to evict people, 

The Co-op did send two thirty-day 
eviction notices, but the first was il- 
legal because they didn’t actually own 
the house at that point, The day after 
the secondylegal notice, they sent a 3- 
day notice, However, Steve doesn't con- 
sider it technically ‘an eviction because 
they never took it to the sheriff. 

The Co-op people were kind of up- 
tight for office space, They had been lo- 
oking for a place for more than a year, 
and dickering on Capp Street for about $ 
months, They had closed their offices a 
week before the move was to take place 


and had their phones disconnected. The 
phone company was to install the Co-op’s 
lines in Capp St. but one of thecommun- 
ards turned them away. The Guild had of- 
fered to defend all of the people busted in 
the Union Square demonstration, but they 
had no S.F. number to give out, because 
their lines hadn't been installed. 

On the weekend that the Co-op was 
supposed to move in, they had about 30 
people mobilized to work at Capp St. But 
the Commune still hadn't packedup. The 
Co-op people felt that they had waited long 
enough, The offices had been closed, 
people had to work during the week, 
everything was scheduled for the week- 
end, After anoonconference they decided 
to put a little heavier pressure on the 
commune, Now here's where we get two 
versions. 

The Commune claims that a groupof 
women came back from the noon caucus, 
broke a lock on the dining room door, an 
announced that they were coming into the 
bedrooms and moving the possessions 
out, The Commune held a rapid meeting 
and decided to lock themselves in their 
bedrooms and call the police, They had 
consulted with Neighborhood Legal As- 
sistance, which had advisedthem of their 
rights, 

Steve said that wasn’t the way it hap- 
pened, The representatives came in, ex- 
plained the situation, and said they were 
going to move the Commune's possess- 
ions out of thetwo downstairs rooms, Ac- 
cording to their agreement the down- 
Stairs rooms were supposed to beempty 
so that the Co-op could work on them, 

Well, the police split without doing 
anything, the Co-op worked in the base- 
ment, and the Commune moved to their 
new house, But there's bad feelings on 
both sides, Jerry, ofthe Commune, says, 
“Would you feel good if your house h 
been bought out by the Lawyers Guild? 
It’s a question of public housing vs. pri-

Does the good work done by 6 move- 
ment organizations and their need for of- 
fice space take precedence over tenant 
housing? Do nine people have a right to 
impede the work of these important or- 
organizations? Well, the Guild is settl- 
ing in, and so is the Commune, La la la 
la life goes on,

The gestapo assaults that put 67 mem- 
bers of the Good Earth Commune in jail 
last week behind shoddy weed warrants 
may have subsided, but the print war 
rages on, After two S.F. supervisors 
inspected the Haight houses and regis- 
tered criticism of the May 13 pre-dawn 
raid, head narc inspector Kerrigan pro- 
duced two unidentified young women tak- 
en in the raid and had them praise police 
action and contradict press reports of 
damage, In typically lurid straight re- 
Portage we read about a 15-year old girl 
who was “given drugs’? and “engaged in 
sexual activity" at Good Earth, (written 
by superpig Ed Montgomery, the fascists 
hatchet man), raising the wrath of Pro- 
testant middle Amerikans against the 
hippie scourge. 

Good Earth replied at a press conf- 
erence cailed by commune members Ron 
Landberg and Steve Stacey, with attorney 
Tony Serra and Haight EcumenicalCoun- 
cil Minister Lyle Grosjeans. Thoughhe 
15-year old in question remained unid- 
entified, Good Earth told us she first 
arrived at their door as a runaway, 
freaked out on acid, with no place to go, 
Good Earth received her as a sister, 
gave her food and shelter just as they 
have done for hundreds of brothers and 
sisters over the past 4 years, She had 
a history of drugs, runaway and police 
hassles in her home state, and may have 
thought she could get abreak by bad-rap- 
ping Good Earth, For her co-operation 
she was sent back to Oregon anyway, 
Good Earth doesn't send any one home, 

The fact is that in the face of unusu- 
ally heavy criticism for this raid, the 
police department and Narc Kerrigan in 
particular are putting up a smokescreen 
to divert public attention from the real 
damage that was done to the Good Earth 
houses and members. (Good Earth is 
filing a civil claim for $240,000 in dam- 


ages to property, bodies, and minds as| 
a result of the raid.) “Criticism has 
been heard from two supervisors, the 
Haight Ecumenical Ministry, the Haight 
Neighborhood Council, and David Smith, 
M.D., of the Haight Clinic. 

Also protesting is an agency of Cath- 
olic Social Service, that stated in a let- 
ter to Chief Scott: 

“Thus the reports that commune 
property was wantonly destroyed by pol- 
ice,..that innocent people were indis- 
criminately arrested...that police bru- 
tality took place...make us wonder whet- 
her individual police officers, and the 
Narcotics Division as a whole, were and 
are adequately supervised andcontrolled 
by those in authority...'* 

A lot of people know the police went 
beyond the limits this time, and these 
people are speaking out, 

‘For all the flack the police are dodg- 
ing for this one, they may never seetheir 
victims in court, Attorney Serra hopes 
he will be successful in having the war- 
rants quashed by Judge Stanley Yee, who 
issued them in the first place, Themot- 
ion will be based on a requirement of law 
that ‘fresh information’? be produced 
to justify a warrant, while the warrant 
used in this raid was based on informa- 
tion gathered nearly a year ago, If the 
warrant is quashed, all charges that re- 
sulted from the May 13 raid will be dro- 
pped. Well, it may not bequitethat easy. 
Police harassment is, after all, meantto 
be a hassle, No one is likely to do any 
time, and Kerrigan may end up getting 
a little wrist slap, but Good Earth goes 
on struggling, Once a year or so Good 
Earth gets to party at the Hall of Justice, 
then put their houses back together, Its 
getting to be like one of the more depend- 
able natural cycles, 

Good Earth now has a Legal Defense 
Committee, Typical of Good Earth, their 
defense committee is being organized not 
to simply amass a fundfor legal fees, but 
it is to be a forum and research project 
in the whole area of communitypolicere- 
lations, Neighborhood police will become 
the big issue in the Haight. If you want

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In the fall of 1970, after Salinas 
courts had enjoined our Strike, we began 
the lettuce boycott and brought our 
struggle to the American people, Your 
support helped bring lettuce growers 
to the negotiating table.

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Ruchell Magee's legal expertise was 
proved once again last week when at- 
torney Don Jelinek used his advice to 
get charges dropped against Alcatraz 
activist Stella Leach, 

Stella was busted at the trial of. 
the Alcatraz 3 last March after she 
refused to stand up when the judge en- 
tered the courtroom, That was a res- 
ponse to the judge's refusing to permit 
medicine man Rolling Thunder to wear 
his hat in court, which his religion 
requires him to do, If the judge didn't 
respect Rolling Thunder, Stella wouldn't 
respect the judge. 

When she was busted bailiffs went 
through her purse and claimed to find 
the incredible quantity of 3 ounces of 
hashish, “If I had 3 ounces of hash, 
off above 
hashish, “If I had 3 ounces of hash," 
Stella says, ''how come I had to bum 
the bridge fare to get to ۱۶ ۰ 
Stella was sure she was clean, because 
she planned not to stand up before she 
even entered the courtroom and knew 
what the result would be, 

Jelinek had the case removed to fed- 
eral court, an old tactic he'd learned 
as a civil rights lawyer in Mississi- 
ppi. The Supreme Court had thrown 
this ploy out but Ruchell had figured 
out a new angle and in the course of 
a conversation about law with Don in 
San Quentin last year he mentioned 

The deputy S.F. County D.A. as- 
signed to the case was too nervous! 
to challenge Jelinek in federal court, 
where he has no experience, so he just 
let charges lapse. 


The murder charge has just bee 
dropped against Stephanie Kline, 
ruling came today after the defense arg: 
ued a motion last Friday to drop boti 


y charges--murder and possession ot ex: 


plosives--due to a lack of evidence, 

The prosecution had no counter-arg- 
ument to the dropping of this charge, 
This is an admission of the fact that 
they never had any evidence against] 
Stephanie to begin with, It is an ad-| 
mission that Stephanie's case is a pol- 
itical frame-up. 

We are outraged that the D.A, was] 
allowed to get away with such a farce; 
and that the courts allowed it to be 
carried outthis far, almost four mon- 
ths into the legal proceedings. 

Every day, police and D,A,'s pres: 
multiple heavy charges on innocent citi- 


they are forced to make deals--to plea 
guilty to lesser charges, and face long] 
prison sentences, 

This case, like other political trials, 
has several objectives. 

The first is to milk people for enor- 
mous sums of money for bail ($75,000 
in this case) and legal defense costs, 
Another is to intimidate and silenci 
those who challenge the basic principle 
of a society that oppresses them, 

This is particularly true of black and 
other Third World people. The pros- 
ecution's blase attitude about the murder 
charge shows us that their real concer: 
has never been that a black man died, 
Their only concern has been ۱0 ۳۰ 
the bombing case by dinding a victim, 

Stephanie 15 their victim, Sheis stil 
being ckarved with possession of explo] 
sives, a charge which carries a sentence 
of five years to life, 

But the prosecution has no more 
evidence for thischargethan they did 
for the murder charge, We will continue 
to fight for Stephanie's freedom., and 
the freedom of all political prisoners b 
intensifying our efforts to expose the :rac 
ism and the injustice of the Amerika 
judicial and prison system,

date is Wednesday, June 6th at ‚the

Saturday, May 6, someone hurled a 
firebomb into the offices of the Great 
Speckled Bird, An hour later nothing was 
left but a charred shell of heaps of 
ashes, 

But less than a week later the Bird 
was on the streets again, telling peo- 
ple what had happened and ‘what it meant, 
It meant the loss of $4000 worth of 
uninsured property, but it didn’t mean 
the death of the Bird, It meant a lot of 
new friends and a lot of community sup- 
port, and a hell of a lot of work build- 
ing a new Bird, 

The firebombing came after three 
weeks of official harassment, First 
more than 10 street sellers were arrest 
within two days for selling papers with- 
out a license, (It's unconstitutional 
to require a license to sell newspapers, 
but that seldom keeps the cops from 
trying.) A temporary restraining order 
stopped that tactic. Then the fire 
inspector paid a visit, but his suggest- 
ions were heeded before the fire, The 
next week the Post Office said they 
couldn't accept papers if they included 
the abortion referral ads the Bird has 
been running for the past three years, 
That meant another temporary restrain- 
ing order, And the current issue quo- 
tes a cop telling a streethawker, “We 
never had the go ahead before, But now 
we do, and the Bird is going out of 
business. If you quote me in court, 
TH call you a liar.” 

Obviously, however. the Bird has no 
intention of going out of business. 
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In a city where a huge number of 
people can’t afford a private doctor for 
themselves, a 92 alternative to the reg- 
ular $8 vaccination fee for pets is a 
godsend. Opened a year ago by a group 
of six young veterinarians, the Ameri- 
can Veterinary Clinic at 920 Grayson St, 
in Berkeley will vaccinate dogs and cats 
of people who can't afford regular vet- 
erinarians’ fees, There are two im- 
portant reasons why the clinic’s prices 
are so low: it’s only open from 8 to 10 
on Tuesday nights, and the vets are 
working for no money, 

Dr. Bruce Feldmann is the man be- 
hind it, The Berkeley Free U put up 
most of the money for the initial capi- 
tal, and Feldmann found a group of vets 
who were willing to donate their energy 
toward starting the clinic, It now has 
14 vets available, each working one or two 
nights a month, "There are four doctors 
on duty each night, aided by teams of 
11 volunteers, some originally from the 
Free U and many of whom are pre- 
veterinary students, The clinic gives 
a general exam and shots to about 20 
dogs and cats a night. People from 
throughout the Bay Area use the clinic, 

If the owner looks affluent, he is 
asked not to return, There is a long 
wait before seeing a vet. Even at the 
low fee of $2 per shot, the clinic is 
making money. It has repaid the Free U 
and itself the initial investments, and 
even has a little money in the bank. The 
staff is now talking about operating a 
spay clinic on the same basis, 


RAMPARTS 


A bit of bad advice from their law- 
yer coupled with California statutes re- 
garding phone ripoffs has cost Ramparts 
magazine about 30 grand plus their June 
issue, 

Ramparts got the go ahead from their 
attorney, whom they still think kindly 
enough of to keep his name private, 
to print a story detailing the construc 
tion of the “Puce Box”, a simple de- 
| vice built with three cheap and widely 
available electric parts, that can bypass 
Ma Bell's computerized billing system, 
A person with one of these on his/her 
phone can keep incoming calls from reg- 
istering as completed, thus saving the 
caller a toll charge, It works as well 
as long distance, but only with direct 
dialing. 

it turns out that the article was pro- 
'bably a violation of California Penal 
Code number 502.7 and 591 Section B, 
the new law which makes 502,7 even 
stiffer by forbidding transmission in any 
way of information in order to deprive 
Ma Bell of her monopoly payoffs, When 
AT&T threatened legal action, Ramparts 
decided not to test the law out, but 
rather withdrew all the unsold copies 
(about 90,00) from the newstands, How- 
ever, 50. „000 subscribers already theri 
copiés and Ramparts declined to turn 
over their names and addresses so that 
AT&T could send out their phone trucks 
to pick them up before anyone could 
learn how to have free phone calls for- 
ever, 

Ramparts is in serious trouble be- 
cause of the loss of revenue: all the 
costs remain the same, but advertisers 
won't be paying and .newstand sales will 
be way off. But the magazine has weath- 
ered serious financial crises before, 
sometimes in quite weird ways, if some 
of the more lurid tales are to be be- 
116۷60, They are suing AT&T for mil- 
lions on some technicalities, but their 
case is weak, 

It would cost the phone company mil- 
lions, if not billions, to change over the 
billing system to beat the Puce Boxes, 
(Fact is no matter whatthey dothere will 
always be a way around it.) Already 
underground street leaflers are appear= 
ing telling how to build the devices, 


VVAW MEMBERS BUSTED FOR OCCUPYING

The ninth member of 16 Vietnam 
Veterans Against the War (VV AW) who 
occupied the US Air Force Recruiting 
Station in San Francisco April 17 came 
to trial May 25th in San Francisco 
and was found guilty of disorderly Con- 
duct'on GSA Property. The Vet, Roy 
Silverfarb, 24, of 479 Merritt Ave, Oak- 
land, a student at UC Berkeley, was 
given the maximum sentence, 30 days 
in prison and $50 fine which was stayed 
|. Pending an expected consolidated appeal 
for all 16 defendants at the conclusion 
of all the trials, Silverfarb acting as 
his own counsel lawyer, attempted to 
read into evidence excerpts fromthe U,S, 
Constitution. and the conclusions of the 
Nuremberg Courts concerning the illega- 
lity and immorality of the Vietnam ۰ 
Judge Lloyd Burke, presiding judge of the 
Federal District Court in S.F. refused 
to allow this, Silverfarb also read a 
eulogy to Van D, Todd a Vietnam Vet- 
eran who died Wednesday night after 
committing suicide, Todd 24, of San 
Francisco was a student and a returning 
vet who could not face the reality of 
his acts against the people of Vietnam 
as opposed to his part in anti-war demon- 
strations and fighting for the end of 
genocide against those same people,

will be tried together Tues, June 6

TO VAN D, TODD, 
Victim of U, S, IMPERIALISM 


EULOGY 


The war and the system which fosters 
it claimed another victim last night, 
Number 1 million and one. 

Van D, Todd, 24 years old, one of the 
Vet brothers being tried in this court 
for wanting peace in Vietnam committed 
suicide, He took 50 barbiturates Tuesday, 
May 17th and died May 24th without ever 
gaining consciousness, 

Van Todd served his country in Viet- 
nam, in the 101st Airborne Divisionfrom 
1968 to 1969, It washis service in Nam as 
a machinegunner which resulted in his 
‘eath, He was haunted by the ghost of

Vietnamese he had “blown away’’, Here- 
lived Vietnam over andover cryingoutin 
agony repeatedly over his service, 

He relived 1, The calling in of phos- 
phorus, that he ordered on a Vietnamese 
village, 

2. The shooting of many Vietnamese, 
He would say “I was so sick that I loved 
killing". 

3. The shooting of civilians after a 
mine had killed some of his buddies. He 
would say **Do you know what its like to 
kill amother who's crying because all her 
children are dead". 

Like many returning Vietnam Vets, Van 
was a prisoner of this war. We all are! 

Van after two years outof the service 
had attempted to cope with life, He would 
have graduated this summer with a 
degree in Social Work which he would then 
put to use as a social worker - he wanted 
to help people - he wanted to help the 
Vietnamese people - he screamed out 
“Stop the continuing carnage that our 
country is perpertrating against the 
people of Vietnam ۰ When we were ar- 
rested at the old Federal Building April 
17, one could hear his shouts echoing 
louder than the rest of us ‘*Stop the bomb- 
ing and save the 60۰ 

Van and I worked together for 6 
months, When we would meet, we 
would embrace each other. You could 
feel his sincere love, For many re- 
turning Vietnam Vets, emotions have 
been lost, withdrawal “into silence try- 
ing to forget the rule, But Van was 
able to salvage his emotions, This 
is what killed him, He could not re- 
concile his past deeds with his pre- 
sent feelings. He could not under- 
stand why the war continued, why no- 
body listened to what he was saying as 
a Vet. When convicted by Judge Sch- 
nake on May 5, he said “the judge does- 
n't care”, Just before losing con- 
sciousness for the last time 9 days 
ago, his last words were ‘Nobody cares, 
nobody just doesn’t give a fuck”. 

Van will not have died in vain, 
His death will be a message to us to 
carry on and do what we can to instill 
some sanity back into the psyche of 
this nation, We owe it to Van, other 
Vets and the Vietnamese people as well 
as our own country, 

“Somebody's got to care, we will 
not rest until somebody does"’.

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Frank McTernan is a candidate for 
Superior Court judge in the June 6 e- 
lection, He's opposing the infamous in- 
cumbent Judge Spiro Lee Vavuris, who 
turned the Soledad Brothers trial in- 
to a Star Chamber proceding complete 
with bullet proof shield between the 
court and the public, dozens of Tac Squad

court andthe public, dozens of Tac Squad- 
ers in the court room and the finger 
printing , mugging and warrant checks 
of any Citizen who had the gall to at- 
tend a ‘public trial', Female spectators 
at the trial were subjected to humil- 
iating searches of their underwear on 
the theory that they could sneak ex- 
plosives into the court room concealed 
in their vaginas, A little closer tohome, 
Vavuris is the judge who presided at 
Willie Minzey's absurd marijuana trial, 
sentencing him to 10 years to life and 
two Good Times staffers in the audi- 
ence to jail on flimsy contempt charges. 

Obviously Vavuris is a dangerous 
arrogant man who uses his position on 
the bench to arbitrarily punish the hip, 
the black, the helpless and poor. For- 
tunately for disillusioned voters who want 
to see humanism, reason, and public 
concern in Superior Court, Frank Mc- 
Ternan is running, This isn't just acase 
of getting rid of an evil judge, it's 
replacing repression with honest, so- 
cially progressive jurisprudence, 

McTernan is a partner in the law 
firm of Garry, Dreyfus, McTernan and 
Brotsky, whose most famous clients are 
the Black Panthers. But the firm rep- 
resents hundreds of lesser knowns in 
criminal, labor and personal injury law. 


The thrust of the firm and of Frank 
McTernan personally is representing 
the little person and the oppressed in 
their constant battle against big money 
and politics, 

I talked to McTernan in his office 
and got a very good hit off him, He 
gives the impression of the rugged in- 
dividualist...honest and straightforward, 
yet quiet and humble, There's no hint 
‚of rhetoric, fashionable opinions or out- 
right bullshit when he states his opin- 
ions.He doesn't have the flamboyance or 
drama of a famous partner, Charles 
Garry, but youfeel great conviction when 
he talks about his view of the short- 
comings and potential of the American 
judicial system. 

McTernan is tall and slim with white 
hair and moderately long sideburns. 
He was dressed in a lawyer's grey suit, 
brightened by a colorful striped tie, 
His office was decorated with a pic- 
ture of Angela and acopy of “F ree Huey**. 

The lawyer rapped about his view of 
the courts, “Both Vincent Hallinan (can- 
didate for”: Superior Court Judge, office 
11) and I are bothered by the arrogant 
attitudes of the courts, They are in- 
creasingly more removed from the peo- 
ple and use such powers as contempt 
charges to push people around, The Sol- 
edad Brothers case exemplified this at- 
titude and is symptomatic of what is 
wrong with our courts, The extreme 
measures used in that case are just an 
extension of the basic problem. 

“The conditions set up in the Sol- 
edad Brothers court room were arbit- 
rary decisions made by the judge “for 
his own protection.' But if the city fathers 
and law enforcement officials hadn't 


wanted those conditions, they wouldn't 
have been put into effect. 

An obvious question for a candi- 
date for judge is, how can one good 
judge change the Pattern of judicial op- 
pression that comes down on dissidents 
and poor people? 

“As a judge I can do a lot to help 
the oppression rampant in this country. 
Courts are being used by the estab- 
lishment to crush those people trying to 
change things. Under our system, courts 
don't have to play that role, They can 
bring judicial decisions up to date with 
the times as the California Supreme 
Court did in the death penalty decision.’ 

What about laws that areonthe books? 
While a judge's job is to interpret law, 
doesn't he have to work from the prem 
ise that legislators have declared some 
act as illegal? 

“Just because a law is on the books, 
that doesn't mean the law is constitu“ 
tional or rational. A judge must look 
at the evidence, and then judge the val- 
idity of the law. For example, in mar- 
ijuaña cases, studies which Show the 
harmful of beneficial effects of grass 
in comparison to alcohol and tobacco 
should be considered evidence in 
the case, If courts are to be viable, 
the judges must be up on things.'* Me 
Ternan supports the Marijuana Initia- 
tive and has signed the petition, 

McTernan 's judicial philosophy is 
based on the Constitution, “The Ju- 
diciary is an equal branch of govern- 
ment and has an equal opportunity and 
duty to deal with social problems, The 
local courts haven't been helping; they're 
using a mechanical approach to justice. 
Dope crimes and victimless crimes 


should be re-examined in terms of cur- 
rent social standards and that should be 
done in trial court, The Bill of Rights 
protects the minority from the majority 
and it is the court's duty to step in 
and knock out a law if legislation im- 
poses its will on the minority.'” 

The lawyer is concerned about the 
victimless crimes that tie up so much 
of the court's calender, ‘Sexual con- 
duct between consenting adults should not 
be a matter of criminal law. For ex- 
ample, there should be no laws against 
so-called pornographic films and books 
for adults, although I wouldn't want to 
see ostentatious advertising for these 
things in public places, 

“The narcotics field is a perfect 
example of what happens when a crim- 
inal approach is taken to a medical and 
social problem, Our courts are filled 
with narcotics cases .., about 50% of 
the cases before San Francisco courts 
are involved with crimes that addicts 
committed to support their habits, The 
narcotics problem should be dealt with 
outside of the courts, perhaps through 
a drug maintenance program like that in 
England. This would eliminate the hea- 
vy case load on the courts and dras- 
tically cut down’ crimes against 
property." 

The candidate feels strongly about 
court reform, but sees little initiative 
coming from the bench, “Judges aren't 
giving any leadership in the arena of 
court reform, There are many ways 
that courts could be run more efficient- 
ly. 1 don't mean just cutting down on 
the number of jurors of shortening 
the procedures for selecting jurors, but 
more dedication and efficiency on the 


part of the judges. Many judges work a 
very short day. If they all worked a full 
day, it would be like having twice as 
many judges and the court calender could 
be speeded up.” 

However, as some of McTernan's 
campaign literature points out, it is in 
the interests of many powerful people 
to have cases delayed, A personal in- 
jury claim against an insur ance company, 
a suit against an industrial polluter 
or an action by consumer protection 
groups against fraud can take up to 
four years to get through the courts 
and this is all to the advantage of cor- 
porate giants who are charged, lt also 
serves to discouragethe public fromtak- 
ing any action at all even when they know 
they are being cheated, According to 
McTernan, these delays mean that “the 
courts havebecomeworthless zovern- 
mental instruments for the protection 
of the public interest ... and that is 
their major function, 

Aside from wanting to win the elec- 
tion, McTernan is very worried aboutthe 
principles of his opponent, Vavuris, of 
Greek heritage, supports the fascist 
regime now controlling Greece, “My 
opponent uses the prestige of his po- 
sistion to support the Greek dictator- 
ship, I was in Greece shortly after the 
military takeover and every public build- 
ing was ringed with armed guards, It 
was a total police state mentality. No 
man who supports a military dictator- 
ship should be a judge in the American 
system of justice," 

“Most of our judges get on the bench 
through political favors or being afriend 
of the governor's, Oncethey’re appointed 
they run as incumbents and are harder 


to replace in an election, 

“In relation to Vavuris’ support of 
the Greek dictatorship and in general, 
the issue of war and peace, bombing 
ang killing is an over riding issue of 
our time. All judges should take po- 
sitions on these issues,” 

How does Frank McTernan emerge? 
He's certainly no revolutionary. 
“I wouldn't be an active attorney in 
the American judicial system if I was,” 
His social and political views could be 
called radical, but he basically seems 
to have faith in the Constitution, if the 
judiciary in this country lived ماه‎ it, 
At the same time he sees that thedevel- 
opment of conglomerates and super tech- 
nology create problems that theframers 
of the Constitution never anticipated, 

A Superior Court Judge sits on the 
highest state trial court, The cases he 
hears are all felonies or civil cases in- 
volving over $5000, It's to the advan- 
tage of us all to have a reasonable, 
socially progressive man to hear the 
cases we're usually charged with ... 
felony possession or sale of dope, 
“resisting arrest”, “assault on an of 
ficer”, etc, 

Voting for candidates who can make 
some difference in the fate of ourselves 
and our friends, can be much more ef- 
fective than voting for national candi- 
dates who are often irrevocably tied to 
the national money-power structure, If 
you’re turned off to voting, consider 
what a difference voting for Frank Mc- 
Ternan and Vincent Hallinan could make 
in your own life, Maybe some of your 
brothers and sisters would be sitting 
sharing a joint with you instead of sit- 
ting in the joint. 


Watch out people, the forces of dark- 
ness are trying to slip a quick one by 
us: Proposition 3, which would make it 
illegal for anyone to act as his/her own 
attorney in court, 

Backed by State Att, Gen, Evil Young- 
er, this proposition would rule out non- 
degree holding lawyers like Ruchell Ma- 
gee from defending themselves, and in- 
stead promises some vague thing about 
the legislature being authorized to guar- 
antee a lawyer to all “*serious'' felony 
defendants, Ifthe legislature doesn't want 
to go along it doesn't have to, 

Thus people who haven't got the bread 
for an attorney would have one forced 
on them, (like they have been trying 
with Ruchell), who is really an agent of 
the state, 

Proposition 3 is backed by Younger 
and the State D,A,s and Police Officer's 
Associations, which is enough reason to 
vote against it, They know it would 
speed up trials and allow them to rail- 
road political prisoners without their 
having the right to speak out in their 
own defense.

While «he American War Machine 
continues the systemati> destruction of 
Indochina, and many of us wonder in our 
frustration what we can do to stop it, 
one possible ‘solution may be forthcoming 
from the somewhat unlikely arenas of 
electoral politics and the environmental 
movement, 

On June 6th, California voters will 
have the unusual opportunity of dealing 
a significant blow to the same corpor- 
ate polluters who are perpetuating and 
profiting from the war in Southeast Asia, 
By voting Yes on ¡Proposition 9, the Clean 
Environmei:: iu" aive, the people of this 
state can say no 1) the destructive and 
explottive practices of such giants as 
Standar] Dil, PG & E, US Steel, Mont- 
rose Ci- 1 Sorp., and most of the 
other industries, utilities and business 
and financial interests in this state and 
around the nation. 

Prop. 9 is a People's law, conceived 
and written by independent lawyers and 
scientists, and qualified for the. June 6 
ballot by” a grass-roots, all-volunteer 
organization called People's Lobby, who 
gathered over half a million signatures 
for the Initiative petition, 

If passed, Prop, 9 would, among 
other things, 1) ban new off-shore: oil 
drilling in éoastal waters, 2) restrict 
the manufacture, sale, and use of the DDT 
family of pesticides, 3) phase lead from 
gasoline over a five-year period, 4) in- 
stitute a five year moratorium on the 
construction of nuclear power plants to 
enable the dangers to be studied and 
solved, 5) prohibit pollution controloffic- 
ials from having conflicts of interest, 
and 6) crack down on industrial polluters 
and deal with auto emissions by putting 


teeth into existing laws, 

After years of inaction and insig- 
nificant, watered-down legislation from 
our representatives in Sacramento and 
Washington, the passage of Prop. 9 
would make remarkable waves and sig- 
nificantly cramp the style of big busi- 
ness and industry. Proof of the serious- 
ness of Prop. 9's effect can be seen in 
the massive-scale and scare-tactices 
approach of the opposition's campaignto 
defeat it. 

Whitake and Baxter, apowerful public 
relations firm that spécializes in polit- 
ical campaigns, has been retained bythe 
corporate polluters to run a high-power= 
ed, highly emotional media barrage to 
threaten California voters with the loss 
of employment, spread of contagious 
disease, power brown-outs, and in gen- 
eral, wide-spread economic "and physical 
disaster, As of the end of April, 5 
of the corporate giants had contributed 
some $842,000 to Whitaker & Baxter, 
and will unquestionably cough up millions 
more to defeat Prop, 9, 

It is these very same corporate 
interests who have weilded their influ- 
ence and finances to defeat local anti-high 
rise legislation, as well as the ill- 
fated Proposition 18 in 1970 (which would 
have freed highway funds for alternative 
forms of transportation), The pattern 
has become clear: Corporate lobbyists 
kill all important legislacion in Sacra- 
mento and Washington, and when the 
people by-pass that process with an 
initiative measure, the corpor ations pour 
in as much capital and energy as is 
necessary to maintainthe polluted, profit 
dominated status quo, 

The opposition campaign has been 
lohg on emotion and short on facts, 


E from the “There's too many bugs 
in Prop. 9' ads glaring from buses and 
billboards throughout the Bay Area, local 
T.V. viewers are now being saturated 
with hysterical commercials, one of 
which goes like this (believe it or not): 
VIDEO--Bread line, unemployment line 
at a welfare office; sparkling blue sky. 
AUDIO--**Everybody is in favor of clean 
air~-but losing your job won't solve 
the pollution problem,'* 
VIDEO--Train coming to a halt; truck 
stopped at crossing signal, 
AUDIO--**Proposition 9 would halt vir- 
tually all train and truck transportation 
of food and other products in California, 
throwing millions of people out of work,"* 
VIDEO--Empty shelves in a supermar-

The danger is that too many unin- 


formed voters :nay actually believe some 
of the outrageous and blatently false 
claims put forth in these slick aids, 
Prop, 9's sponsors, the People's Lobby, 
have, either theif meager funds and 
determined network of state-wide vol- 
unteers, attempted to reach the voting 
public with the facts and information 
that reveal the opposition’s campaign for 
what i: is-~emotion P,R, with no basis 
ia scientific economic or legal facts. 

Briefly, Beople's Lobby believes that 
pollution control with create more--not 
fewer--jobs and stimulate a lagging 
economy as new industry, research and 
investment grow up around developing 
Pollution control efforts. In terms of 
economics, pollution currently costs us 
far more in destruction of health and 
Property than even the most extravagant 
estimates of the costs of cleaning up 
the enviornment, 

The opposition claims transportation 
will grind to a halt because of Prop, 9's 
sulfur content requirement in diesel fuel, 
People's Lobby cites numerous sources 
of the low sulfur fuel already in existence 
(Union Oil, L.A, Transit District, Bureau 
of Mines report, etc.) and says that in 
the unlikely event the oil companies are 
telling the truth when they cry there's 
not enough low sulfur fuel, it wll be 
their responsibility to PROVE that to 
a court and, if found unworkable or 
unconstitutional, may be stricken without 
effecting any of the remaining sections, 
but this time the burden of proof will 
be on the polluter--not on the people. 
our legislators, by the way, cannot 
change any part of the law, except to 
strengthen it.) 


In response to the claims ot spoiled 


food and epidemic disease, People's 
Lobby points out that DDT has already 
been banned in Sweden, Denmark, Hun- 
aay and some areas of the U.S. with 

ill effects. Safe alternatives have 
Already been developed with none of the 
disastrous side-effects of DDT (like 
the destruction of entire wildlife species, 
endangering of others, andthe systematic 
cumulative poisoning “of human beings as 
we continue to eat foods heavily spr ayed 
with these persistent pesticides), 

Finally, People's Lobby says that the 
fears of power shortages and black-outs 
must be ballanced against the current 
realities of energy use and production. 
If the utility companies really believed 
there was a power crisis, why are they 
encouraging us to buy more dishwashers 
and clothes dryers? Why do theycharge 
industry (which uses from 2/3 to 3/4 
of all electricity) less per kilowatt hour 
than they charge the individual consum- 
er?

day all 24 of the unions affiliated with 
Alameda Central Labor Council went 
out-- about 2,000 workers, This hap- 
pened at UC Berkeley and at the Med 
Center in San Francisco on April 20, 
Though some strikers have since ret- 
urned to work, many have continued 
the work stoppage. Besides demand- 
ing contracts, prevailing wages, and 
adequate grievance procedures, the Buil- 
ding, Trades demand (and have been for 
3 years) that the University contribute 
to a minority apprenticeship fund to tr- 
ain Third World workers, 

This strike comes at a crucial time 
in the building of the labor movement 
at UC, as UC is attempting to break 
up the unions before they get strong- 
ly organized, As long as the Building 
Trades were the only unions at UC, the 
administration signed “memoranda of 
understanding” which provide for pay- 
ment of the wages prevailing in the 
construction industry, But in the last 
few years unionism among employees 
of’ the State of California has been 
growing, so the strongest unions were 
attacked to break the momentum of 
organizing, Early this year the mem- 
orandum was broken, and UC announced 
it would reclassify “many corrsturction 
jobs as “maintenance”, entailing a 20% 
to 40% reduction in pay. And all this

Local 1650 atthe Med Center was born 
out of the walkout there by workers 
and students after Nixon's invasion of 
Cambodia, Workers involved in that 
action decided that the next step Was 
to form a union and fight for collect- 
ive bargaining, Members of 1650 org- 
anized a contingent of over 100 stud- 
ents and workers to march in the May 
16 demonstration in San Francisco, and 
a medical aid group marched under 1650's 
banner. Earlier that day, students 
walked the picket lines with workers 
in front of the Med Center, 

The university's attitude ۰ 
rking class students has been admitted 
by UC.

Formed in 1972, the French Front 
de Liberation de Jéunes (FLJ - Youth 
Liberation Front) has already become a 
significant force on the Frenchleft. Cri- 
ticized by more orthodox groups for 
degrading ideology, its direction has been 
toward street actions, organizing young 
People, and struggling to make their 
lifestyles human and revolutionary. Al- 
though the group is small, it has been 
able to get wide and active support 
for its actions. In June of 1971, dem- 
onstrations broke out in the Latin Quar- 
ter of Paris because of police harass: 
men and repression, Later that mon- 
th, the FLJ called for young people to 
occupy an important intersection in that 
area, Hundreds of youth responded and 
it took riot police with tear gas and 
nightsticks to clear the area, As Fr- 
ench youth become increasingly aware 
of their oppression in daily life, the 
FLJ is becoming more popular.” As 
one woman in the group put it, “It 
will not be Mao or Trotsky who will 
make the revolution in France; it will 
be the people who have no contradiction 
between their lives and politics,'* 

This revolution is essentially our 
revolution, The revolution will be done 
with us. What is important is that 
we are not exploited in the revolution 
from the start, We are taking matters 
into our hands, to stop dying a little 
every day, with everyone isolated, and 
to stop the exploitation of the masses 
by small political groups. 

We don’t want to see Fascism con- 
tinuing against young people in their 
daily lives, 

We demand the end of repression 
by parents, and this has nothing to do 
with our love for them as people, 

We are beginning to defend oursel- 
ves against the Fascist police who atta- 
ck us, the parents who repress us, the 
the terrorist educators, the bourgedisie 
who want us to consume, the bosses 
who exploit us by giving Us less money 
because we are young, and want us tc 
remain silent because they have given us 
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work, We will show these people that 
this oppression must end, and that it 
is going to die. 

An eye for an eye, No longer will 
young people kill themselves with des- 
pair. 

Everything is expensive to us, but 
no longer will we exchange favors with 
the bourgeoisie, 

We have rights, the right for res- 
pect from the older peoplewho ask our 
respect. We have the right to rec- 
eive their experience without obligation, 

We have the right to be respected 
in our culture, our music, our tastes, 
our lifestyle,” We have the right to 
dress the way we want, and to wear 
our hair the way we want, 

We definitely want peace, but not 
with their schools, universities, houses 
of correction, prisons, military serv- 
ice, and socfal relations-- which are 
not relations at all. But the bourge- 
oisie doesn't give us a chance, So 
against their violence we shall be vio- 
lent. We shall offer you peace bec- 
ause we shall win the war against the 
old capitalist world's decadence, 

There are not only young people, 
there are also older people oppressed== 
like workers, women, and immigrants, 

We support all popular movements 
in France and everywhere in the world, 
and not only with more support, but 
with material support. We are with th- 
em because their struggle is also our 
struggle, and our enemies are the same, 
We must respect each other's aims, 

The liberation of women against male 
chauvinism is a just struggle, and we 
will try to eliminate this chauvinism, 

We are firmly against racism, and 
for the revolutionary movements of imm- 
igrant workers, 

Every revolution which leaves the 
same social relations intact fails, We 
have an historic mission, and we must 
take the steps to fulfill ity to persevere, 
and to learn to struggle, 

To live is not only to survive.

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The wunnerful whirled of comics con- 
tinues it's spin this mad spring with all 
the old faves drawing feverishly away. 
A selection of some recent releases: 

DEVIANT SLICE FUNNIES - A Gl/ 
TV Production - Greg Irons and Tom 
Veitch - published by Print Mint in 
Berkeley. Mellow Stinson Beach seems 
somehow to be the right atmosphere for 
some of the heaviest and most delect- 
ably disgusting social satire yet pro- 
duced by this pair, who were respon- 
sible for the devasting Legions of Char- 
lies and other nauseatingly relevant stuff. 

The lead story in D.S. is a 17-page 
Irons tale of World War ID, “Last 
Rights”. Nixon and his degenerate crew 
are holed up beneath the earth as nukes 
fly like shit from a fan, Irons shakes 
down the realities of power in a tight- 
ly constructed, masterfully drawn story. 
(Irons' panels are a lesson in the use 
Doubleboard, a special type of drawing 
surface for cartoonists that yields shad- 
ing by the use of brushed on chemicals, 

Besides “Last Rights" there is aspe- 
cial feature called “Our Mutant Bro- 
thers” that will thrill every lover of 
the grotesque; a totally sickening but 
hilarious satire on “Yoga Exercises''; 
a vision of apocalypse brought on by 
uncontrolled sewage discharge, 6 
Creature of the Bolinas Lagoon’ 
eerily beautiful 5-pager by Veitch, **Spa- 
ceship Comix’; plus a couple of other 
compact gems. 

DOPIN’ DAN - Ted Richards and 
friends - published by Last Gasp Eco- 
Funnies of San Francisco. All the stor- 
ies in this book are based on the mili- 
tary. Most of them are Dopin' Dan strips 
by Richards, the son of acareer army 
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North Beach Photo Fair 
‚such a groovy 2 days - 
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man, who is part of the Air Pirates 
comic collective. Richards knows the 
Army from the inside out and much of 
the material is aimed at the G.L, but 
it can be appreciated by those of us 
lucky or clever enough to have dodged 
the draft. Dan is a subversive down-to 
earth doper forced to deal with suchclas- 
sic types as the lifer, Sgt. Turdy, and 
various arrogant incompetent officers. 
Guaranteed to be a big hit around mil 
itary bases, if it can be smuggled i 
Other local artists contributing their 
talents to the book include Willie Mur- 
phy, Bobby London, Shari Flenniken, 
Gary Halleren, and Scott Judge. Mur- 
phy did the funniest segment, one of his 
Harry Kirschner tales, The incessantly 
chanting Harry gets drafted and turnson 
the whole fort, Scott Judge, with an 
assist from Richards, drew 2 Vietnam 
battle tale done in traditional straight 
G.I. Comix style with lots of vip-vip- 
vips and ratatattats and budda-buddas, 
The story, “Set, Jock and Kilo Co,'*takes 
the commion tale of heroism under fire 
to new realms of surrealistic satire 
that makes plain the ridiculousness of 
the war and the war comix that Amer- 
ikan kids devour voraciously, 
FANTAGOR - Richard Corben, Jaxon, 
and others - published by Ripoff Press 
of San Francisco. This collectionofhor- 
roe tales contains 16 full- color pages - 
which is why it sells for a buck in- 
stead of the usual 50 cents, Like Fan- 
tagor I, this book contains some real 
goodies and some dreadful awfuls. It 
starts off with a nice surprise tale by 
Bob Bliss, followed by an atrociously 
unradable lopage crapper by F. Lind 
and D, Karbonik, whoever they may be, 
The center of the book has a clever 
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futuristic 8-page tale by George Slo- 
cum, and a lusciously beautiful 8-pager 
by Corben, who has one of the richest 
styles in all underground comicdom, 
Like the color pages he did in Up From 
The Deep, “To Spear A Fair Maiden” 
glows from the thick white stock it is 
printed on, It is slightly out of regis- 
ter on some pages, but that is a detail 
only nitpickers will agonize over, Cor- 
ben doesn't do much of his own writ- 
ing, and this time, fortunately, he has 
hooked up with Jan Strand, who re- 
lates a wry tale of a bumbling knight 
and the triumph of lust over evil, 

The last story is a strong Jaxon ef- 
fort that manages to knit together surf- 
ing, sci-fi, and ancient Greek legends 
into a fascinating mystery tale with a 
perfectlv spine-tingling ending 

LUKE CAGE, HERO FOR HIRE - 
Stan Lee and crew - published by Mar- 
vel, N.Y.C, Luke Cage: black, angry, 
an escaped convict, huge chain strapping 
his waist, bracelets and headbands of 
stainless steel. 

Just the hero for the young hip mid- 
dle class black kids, Whites can get off 
on a mixture of awe, guilt, curiosity, 
and brotherhood, 

The new comic - it must be out a 
couple of months now - tells Luke's 
story: Harlem street gangs, stickups, 
framed on a dope rap by ajealous frien وا‎ 
maximum security pen, piggy guards, 
solitary, black revolutionaries (depicted 
as friendless, vicious agitators), prison 
politics. Luke caught in the middle, re- 
fusing to cooperate with anyone, The ex- 
istential hero. Marvel editor Stan Lee 
is caught in an early 60's time warp. 
The solitary figure isolated by his in- 
tegrity in an unjust world, 
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Suddenly a reformist warden pops up. 
The piggy guard is fired, the pigey 
captian demoted, Desperate to get out, 
Luke ‘volunteers’ for a dangerous bio- 
logical experiment. The demented de- 
moted captain sneaks in and jolts him 
with an overload voltage while he’s in 
a special soup. POW!!! A superhero is 
born. 

The book ends with Luke's decision 
tc hirehimselfout,irumming up p.r. by 
beating up Harlem mobsters, andclosing 
in on their boss, the friend who Framed 
him and Caused the Death of the Girl 
they both Loved, 

On one levelLukeis aglorified prize- 
fighter, the epitome of black as trained 
animal, doing battle for the entertainment 
of whites. On another he doesn't have 
any of the sugar-coating Lee used to feel 
was necessary in his black superheros. 
The others were highly educated, sons 
of successful men: Olympie championsor 
African chieftains. Lukeis unquestiona- 
bly prole, (Of course it would be great 
to have a comic book hero with just or- 
dinary talents, Enough of this passing 
the buck to superstars.) It will be int- 
eresting, as a reading on the popular 
middle Class liberal consciousness, to 
see how Lee interprets Luke's moral 
sensibilities, He wisely let them go un- 
judged in this book, Having Luke de- 
cide to sell his services as a superman 
indicates Lee understands that simply 
being super ain't enough if you are also 
black, You've still got to scuffle for the 
rent. Speaking of economics, it will be 
interesting to see how “Luke Cage” does 
on the stands.

Ringolevio-A Life Played For Keeps 


Emmett Grogan

The real Emmett Grogan has come 
forward and written a book about him- 
self, complete with pictures and a title 
page which claims that “This book is 
true”, It's the story of how a tough 
Brooklyn street kid became the mythical 
San Francisco digger and beyond, 

There wasn't much difference betw- 
een survival in poor white Brooklyn and 
early psychedelic Haight Ashbury. You 
had to be tough and take care of business 
in both places. You can't succumbtothe 
deadening schoo1/job routine of one, and 
you have to cut through all the hippy- 
dippy “love and good vibes will get us 
there'* of the other. Just surviving all 
that muddle is tough enough -- coming 
out on top takes aclear-thinking, action- 
oriented head, That's how Emmett Gro- 
gan comes off in this book, 

Kenny Wisdom of parts one and two 
(actually pre-psychedelic Grogan) is a 
kid with a purpose, Thoughtold by a nar- 
rator, the story is always seen through 
the central character's eyes, which are 
always focussed on something. Every 
action has an explanation; every move 
a purpose, 

And there are many moves. By the 
time he was 15, he'd been in on a couple 
of murders, Kicked a $100 a day drug 
habit ‘cold turkey’ while doing 5 and a 
half months in the Men's House of De-

tention in N.Y., gotten a scholarship to 
a rich private school where he learned 
the amenities of polite society, and gained 
entry to the houses of the rich as a guest 
where he later returned as a burglar to 
rip off $40,000 worth of goods duringone 
Christmas vacation, Not bad for a kid. 
But then things got a little too heaty so 
he hopped a luxury liner for Europe, 
there to remain more than 6 years, 

In Europe he polished up his Italian, 
met a lot of good people, some ripoffs, 
went to film school, got a suntan, went 
to jail, threw bombs with Irish radicals, 
and once again split before the pigs 
could grab him, y 

He returned to Brooklyn and visited 
with his folks, who were happy to see 
their wandering son and anxious to be- 
ieve all his lies, He was happy to see 
them too, just like a good Brooklyn kid 
Their roútine is deadening as always, so 
he hit the streets again, and met up with 
an old buddy who had grown his hair long: 
and turned him on to acid. The next day 
he got hauled off to the army by two 
FBlagents. Emmett staged a mental 
breakdown after a few weeks, and got 
released with $700 in back pay to hit the 
San Francisco streets, renamed Emmett 
Grogan, 

Here starts the legend, He joined 
the Mime Troupe and hung out in the 
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Haight where he maintained a “diet of 
hallucinogens and developed a heavy 
crush on teeny-boppettes,”’ He also had 
long all-night rap sessions with his fel- 
low troupers, where they dug that drop- 
ping out just wasn’t enough, and that acid 
offered no direction, You have to pay 
your dues and make life happen right, 
‘cause it isn’t going to carry you along 
on your good vibes, (Though they help 
alot.) So they putoutthe Digger Papers, 
flooding the streets with them, challeng- 
ing the hippy-dippy philosophy of the SF 
Oracle and the white-robed gurus. No 
one knew who was doing it because the 
Diggers, and especially Emmett, knew 
that to be safe, you had to be anonymous, 
Not only to keep the heat off your back, 
and the curiosity-seeking media from 
distorting your words and actions, but 
to keep your brothers and sisters from 
labelling you a power tripper and media 
star, To keep animosity down and work- 
ing family relationships up, But the Dig- 
gers were really popular with themedia 
who regularly hassled them, Finally, 
splits took place in the Digger family, 
from the media hassles andother things. 

The Diggers, with Emmett as oneo f 
the prime movers, provided free food 
for the merchant-media shuck called the 
“Summer of Love'”; organized people's 
festivals where nobody made any bread 
and everything was free (Famous Digger 
slogan -- It's free because it's yours.) 
showed movies, rancrashpads, got med- 
ical help, and more, While the politicos 
debated anarchy and Marxism, the hip 
merchants made a lot of money, and the 
trippers burned incense, the Diggers 
took care of the real every day needs of 
a lot of people: the overflow of young 
people who showed up in the Haight in 
1967 to find a little freedom, They kept 
together through riots and police raids 
and nasty weather, 

In his descriptions of Digger doings, 
Emmett puts down and praises a lot o] 
old names and faces, I kept a score: 
DIGS Allen Ginsberg, Fred Hampton, 
Brautigan and most of the poets; nega- 
tive on Richard Alpert (NOW Baba Ram 
Dass), Tim Leary, Abbie Hoffman (who, 
Emmett claims, stole his act from the 
Digger Papers), and many more, Emm- 
ett claims involvement in and withevery 
major event and figure of the alternative 
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culture on both coasts from its birth, 
and he's got a description of it all as 
seen through the eyes of a Digger and 
a kid from the streets, Most of the ideas 
that I've heard floating around out of the 
mouths of youths for a few years are 
included with a comment or lengthy ex- 
Planation, 

The history of the underground is 
really good reading, Little tidbits e- 
merge such as the origin of the V hip- 
pie peace sign, Emmett and friends 
were clowning on the courthouse stairs 
for a straight photographer. He made the 
V sign, which to the English and Irish 
Means ‘up your ass’, The picture ran 
on the front page of the Chronicle, Peo- 
plé saw him on the street, recognized 
him, and flashed him their lopsided ver- 
sion of his ‘up your ass’ sign, TheyAll 
thought it was a Winston Churchill trip 
and said, ‘Peace, brother.” Anyway, 
that’s Emmett's explanation, 

The first section of the book, about 
the heaviest game of Ringolevio ever to 
be played, and about the pre-European 
phase of Kenny Wisdom, is as exciting 
as the early Digger days, Kenny Wis- 
dom and Emmett Grogan are the same 
Person; it's not so very far from Ringo- 
levio to free food. Ringolevio is a game 
of tag. Only it's not enough to merely 
tap your opponent, you've got to physi- 
cally haul him off to jail, Passive sub- 
missiveness has no place in New York 
streets, You've got to seize the time 
and be on the alert in this game, in life, 
in the hippie days of San Francisco, and 
beyond. 

It's a great book, Lots of action, 
Jots of history-in-the-making narrative. 
It ends in early 1970, when Emmett gets 
the feeling , not too long after Altamont, 
that there's not much more for him to 
do in California, So he splits, claiming 
to know very little more about the trip 
he'd been on for 4 years than when he 
started. And he winds up on thestreet 
again, watching all the heaviness of the 
last couple of years go down and writing 
a book. Thinking about reclaiming a 
Brooklyn ghetto with all the brothers 
and sisters who survived the last few 
years. The real down to earth (or as- 
Phalt) good street folks who aren't bound 
by money or space andcan make it right- 
eously wherever .

Video Free America has opened the 
first regular video theater in the Bay 
Area, at their loft at 442 Shotwell in 
the Mission. On Fridays at 9 p.m, they 
show some of the many tapes in their 
library in a program entitled, ‘*All the 
Video You Can Eat", Saturdays at 9they 
show their feature-length tape ‘Carel 
and Ferd’, about a ‘typical’ alternative 
lifestype couple: she performed and dir- 
ected fuckflicks and he is a bisexual 
junkie, Occassionally they worked as a 
couple, 

About 8 large TV monitors carry the 
tapes, which the audience views while 
lying on cushions or sitting on chairs, 
Just like home, At intermission they 
serve some of the lousiest coffee ever 
brewed, El Exigente would choke, Ad- 
mission is $2, 

The Friday night tapes include stuff 
like the “Endless Frisbee’, about a 
frisbee distance contest in Golden Gate 
Park last year, some erotic pieces, some 
abstract, some socially relevant. A 
thoroughly mixed bag, Nearly all were 
shot by VF A: Art Ginsberg, Skip Sweeney, 
T. J. McHose, assisted by various friends 
and colleagues, and edited with the help 
of Bob Klein, 

“Carel and Ferd’’ is the heavy, 
though, It is one of the most ambitious 
undertakings by an alternative video 
group to date, It was taped over a year, 
following the couple's life from when they 
decide to get married and go straight. 
Most of the tape consists of conversa- 
tions with the two of them and sometimes 
includes a couple of friends, male lovers 
of Carel and Ferd respectively. There is 
also footage of the wedding and its con- 
summation, their life ina Chicago apart- 
ment as their relationship falls apart, 
and Carel watching the tape beingedited. 


Much of it is heavy emotion laden stuff 
-- Carel breaks into tears at one point 
-- but it is saved from the sentimental 
slop of TVsoapers by Carel and Ferd's 
sharp insight and hip humor. 

I would go into this more deeply but 
some place between viewing and the re- 
viewing I lost my notes, At theendof the 
show Carel decided that the whole exper- 
ience of baring her life on videotape is 
like being raped;: educational but painful 
and embarassing. 

VFA plans to expand their Friday 
shows to tapes by other video artists and 
groups, and will keep open as long as they 
possibly can, Right now they are averag- 
ing about 20 people a show, whichhardly 
pays costs, It is up to us to demonstrate 
whether we want and need this new medi- 
um, 
It is certainly worth a look, There is 
something about the video image which 
makes you feel that the footage program 
is being created as you watch it, rather 
than canned like network TV productions, 
This presence brings you into the scene 
and creates a much stronger bond thana 
film, It is the kind of feeling you get 
watching Channel 9s live coverage of 
certain events, even though you know it 
is all pre-taped, The portable VF A equip- 
ment can go anywhere, andcreate dimen- 
sions of time by shooting people watch- 
ing themselves, or people watching them- 
selves, watching themselves, ete,, ad 
infinitem (or nauseam). During the shows 
some of the monitors aretrained at vari- 
ous times onthe tapes passing through the 
machines, It would be interesting if they 
would also focus on the audience watching 
the shows, In any caseitis loose and open

Several months ago from San Quentin 
I attempted to subscribe to the Good Ti- 
mes. But before asubscriptionorder can 
be mailed out, it has to pass through the 
lackey's hostile hands, So my order for 
your newspaper never left their little 
walled empire, but was scrapped. 

However, Since then an x-prisoner & 
comrade rapped with someone from Good 
Times & had one copy sent - or obtained 
a free subscription - when I no longer had 
bread to subscribe for even six months, 
And recently the first issue of Good Ti- 
mes was delivered (Vol 5 No 6/Mar 10), 
but it was dated & postmarked March - 
thus state censors held & delayed the 
news for 2 months! 

According to a couple of liberal court 
decisions & rulings, handed down, onthe 
rights of prisoners to receive liter ature 
prison employees may seize a publication 
only on an issue-by-issue basis, & then 
the imprisoned must be given reason 
why the certain issue is denied. Yet 
if it wasn't for letters from ۲ 
I wouldn't have any way of knowing that 
I have subscriptions with several pub- 
ications, including Pamoja Vencer- 
mos & the Tribe, 

Legal actions that seemto favor men- 
tal liberty, but keep it under control of 
the opposition, naturally continue absent- 

ing, indifference, stabb- 
ions that do not serve us. 
But to demand reading in our own in- 
terests - for me - has been met with an 
involuntary transfer from another pig 
pen, threats & escorts to the “'hole'* 
shake-downs & raids on my cell to con 
fiscate ‘contraband’ & accusations of 
communism to a politically appointed 
parole board ~ which has decided to 
detain me for 4 1/2 years, over a 

“crime” involving a less number of 
fixes, 

Anyway, along with repression from 
the traditionally conservative - thelaw= 
breakers who outlaw basic human rights 
& pilfer U.S, mail - the imprisoned are 
prevented from subscribing because 
they were, when captured, either alien- 
ated from’suburbias streets, unemploy- 
ed workers, or lumpens, and are still 
at the bottom of the class set-up, & are 
therefore without bread for subscript- 
ions, 

We need to know if the Good Times 
has a special subscription rate for class 
prisoners & I need to know if any other 
issues of your paper were mailed here,

FRIED RICE 


Tosh makes the best fried rice in 
our house, When you cook rice for dinner 
make a bunch extra and try this recipe, 

Any hard vegetableis good, whatever 
you have in your retrigerator, such as 
onion, carrot, green pepper, califlower, 
green peas, “celery, potatoes, etc, Bê 
sure to use some tolu too, it's delicious 
and protein packed (made from soybean), 
You can also include leftover bits of meat 
or bacon, 

Cut upthe vegetables into small pieces, 
Saute in hot oil with several cloves of 
chopped garlic. Add salt and pepper to 
taste, 

Push vegetables to one side. Add a 
beaten egg to pan and scramble into 
small pieces. Mix together with veget- 
ables and remove from pan, The veget- 
ables should be undercooked; a little 
hard, so cook for only a couple of min- 
utes, 

Heat up some more oil and add cold, 
cooked rice, Press rice with a fork to 
separate and stir regularly, Add salt and 
black pepper (lots of pepper makes it de~ 
licious), Right now you have the basic 
taste, you can stop the spices or continue 
on, 

Add lots of soy sauce(enoughto make 
the color of the rice darker, but not so 
much that it’s not all quickly absorbed). 

Also, ifyour tasteis inclined that way, 
and you “can find some unchemicaled, try 
adding a little ketchup, 

_ Last step is to add the vegetables and 
stir, 

The good part about this recipe is 
that it's designed to clean up odds and 
ends inyour refrigerator, It alwaystastes 
different, but always delicious, There are 
no quantities listed, because if you taste 
it as you go along, You'll know howmuch 
to add, Just remeinber, everything cooks 
quickly, overcooking i. is the only way you

After years and years of fighting foreign invad- 
ers - Japan, France, and the United States - the Viet- 
namese are now moving toward the total liberation 
of their country.

We’ are acting at a 
time when growing U.S, air and naval shellings are 
being carried out against the Vietnamese; while U.S, 
mines and war ships are used to blockade the har- 
bors of the Democratic Republic of Vietnam; while 
plans for even more escalations are being made in

Aid to the ARVN is increased 
to try to build up the pro-U,S, forces, At the same 
time, ‘*Vietnamization’’ is a strategy based on increasing 
U.S, ? presence in terms of air و‎ naval, and techno- 
logical power, So the U.S, troop levels recede while 
destruction and death increase, Once again the white 
man calculates that it is worth the cost because the 
bodies aren't white, And Asian is turned against A-
